Cites Variance With 1920 Act. 

The policy of the administration, 
as Senator Walsh now understands 
it, also contemplates no leases of 
Jand adjacent to that which may 
be leased to prospectors who strike 
oil. The Senator holds that the 
act of April, 1920, contemplated 
the leasing of such lands so as to 
bring about the development of 
fairly large fields in each case. 

As a further measure of con- 
serving the Government oil in the 
ground, the administration will 
grant leases for the drilling of off- 
set wells on the publ’. domain to 
prevent drainage of Government 
Oil through wells on adjacent ter- 
ritory. 

Court action to test the validity 
of the construction the administra- 
tion places on the general leasing 
act is expected to be one develop- 
ment of the disclosure of the Presi- 
dent’s conservation policy. 

Walsh said the outcome probably 
would hinge on the meaning of the 
word “‘may” in that act, which pro- 
vides that the Secretary of the In- 
terior “may” issue permits for 
prospecting for oil on the public 
domain. The Senator added that 
there had been decisions of the 
United States Supreme Court con- 
Struing this word when used in 
such a case to mean “must.” 


Says States Will Suffer. 

“If this conservation policy 
could be extended to privately- 
owned lands as yet undeveloped, 
} would be heartily in favor of it.” 
the Montanan said, adding that 
since it could not, it worked a 
hardship on the public land states. 

Recalling that there are approx- 
imately 20,000,000 acres of public 
lands in Montana, the Senator said 
the drilling for oil began only in 
1920 and that undoubtedly vast 
potential fields were as yet un- 
lapped. 

“The royalty oils in my State 
now are valued at $71,000 a year, 
of which the State gets 32%4 per 
cent,” he added, “Under this pol- 
icy there could be little increase 
in the State proceeds from royalty 
oll, and most of the 20,000,000 
acres will remain undeveloped, re- 
turning no revenue to the State. 

“We always are hard pressed to 
make up our State budget to car- 
ry on public education and other 
hecessary activities. 

“The royalty oil in Wyoming now 
ia valued at $2,400,000 annually, 
and if development of public oil 
lands should continue, this un- 
doubtedly would be increased to 
the benefit of the State.

St. Louis is exceedingly gratified 
to learn that some action wil: be 
taken to clear _ up the various ru- 
mors and allegations which have 
been made to the effect that large 
sums of money were employed in 
1927 to influence the Legislature 
to pass the small loan act which 
was enacted at that time. 

“The bureau itself, in its endeav- 
ors to ascertain the true facts con- 
cerning the verious elements whici 
entered into the bureau’s campaign 
against illegal money lending, made 
an investigation and was unable to 
find any evidence which might 
tend to substantiate such charges. 

“This, together with the fact 
that im a suit brought against the 
Better Business Bureau on Sept. 28, 
1928, similar allegations were 
made. caused the Better Business 
Bureau to send representatives to 
Jefferson City in an effort to se- 
eure an investigation of these 
charges. On Oct. 11, 1925, Dwight 
lL. Holmes, manager of the finan- 
cial division of the Better Business 
Bureau, and F. E. Williams, coun- 
sel for the bureau, conferred with 
Ss L. Cantley, Commissioner of Fi- 
mance: F. T. Stockard, Corporation 
Counsel, and H. O. Harrawood, As- 
sistant Attorney-General. 

“At that time the Better Business 
Bureau representatives formally 
requested that a searching investi- 
ration into these charges be made. 
At that time the representatives of 
the State Government were of the 
opinion that there was not enough 
material of an evidential nature to 
warrant bringing the matter to the 
attention of the Cole County grand 
jury. 

‘The Better Business Bureau of 
St. Louis offers its complete fa- 
cilities and its files to the State to 
the end that the true facts eoncern- 
ing this alleced situation might be 
ascertained.”

Martin J. Hyland, president of 
the Madison Kennel Club and the 
dominant figure in greyhound rac- 
ing in the United States, died «at 
St. Mary’s Hospital early today of 
pneumonia, after an operation for 
appendicitis and gall stones. He 
was 46 years old. 

Hyland had suffered from 
chronic appendicitis and decided to 
undergo an operation before con- 
ducting another season of racine?’ 
During the operation last Thurs- 
day it was discovered that he was 
suffering from gall stones and this 
condition was also treated. He was 
thought to be recovering satisfac- 
torily, but suffered a relapse dur- 
ing the night. 

Hyland was a product 
Cass avenue district and 
miliarly known to his associates 
as “Marty.” His first venture in 
business was as a huckster. He was 
successful in a small way and soon 
established his own produce busi- 
ness on “‘commission row.” There 
he amassed a fortune. 

YVakes Up Mechanical Rabbit. 

Hyland's first connection with 
racing was through the late 
P. Smith of California, in- 
ventor of the mechanical rabbit 
used on dog racing tracks. Smith's 
ventures in greyhound racing 
proved unsuccessful in California 
and at Tulsa, Ok. In 1921 Smith 
came to St. Louis and ‘interested 
Hyland in greyhound racing. Smith 
built a plant on Bond avenue, in 
East St. Louis and conducted a 
short racing season, without direct 
financial success. However, by do- 
ing so, Smith gained the financial 
support of Hyland, who imported 
greyhounds from England and 
took ‘up racing on a large scale. 

The following year Smith and 
Hiyland opened the Hialeah Kennel 
Club at Miami, Fla. At first races 
were held in the afternoons, with 
only moderate success. The pro- 
moters then decided to hold the 
races at night. The results were so 
good that Hyland and Smith 
set out to establish other tracks 
in various parts of the country. 

Operated Many Trades. 

The Madison Kennel Club, 
first dog racing establishment 
this section since the East 
Louis venture, was built on 
Collinsville road, north of East 
Louis in 1926 at a cost of $220,- 
000. Other tracks were built by 
Hyland and associates at Chicago,

$156,552,450 of This Amount 
Is for Public Improvements; 
$75,000,000 for Subways. 


By Leased Wire from the New 
York Burcau of the Post-Dispatch, 
NEW YORK, March 13.—A spec 
cial committee of the board of ete. 
timate yesterday approved a pro 
gram of public improvements for 
the city totaling $156,552,450. The 
report probably will be voted in tts 
entirety by the Board of Estimate 
lriday. The $156,552,450 of ime- 
provements are in addition to the 
elty’s budget of $538,928,697. 

All the improvements listed are 
to be financed by issuance of short 
term bonds, corporate stock and 
tax notes, charges which will be 
placed in most cases against the 
city budgets to come. Comptroller 
Charles W. Berry, who recently 
warned against the rising city ex- 
penditures, was chairman of the 
special committee recommending 
the present program. 

Of interest in the report were 
two items totaling $5,000,600 to be 
used for this year’s work on the 
proposed tri-borough bridge and 
the Brooklyn-Staten Island vehicu- 
lar tunnels, which were approved 
by the board of estimate Monday. 
The final cost of the bridge and 
tubes has been estimated at $107,- 
000,000, 

The special committee, composed 
of the comptroller, Aldermanic 
Joseph V. MeKee and 
Charles F. Kerrigan, assistant to: 
the Mayor, recommended that the 
program be financed as follows: 

Serial bonds, $135,647,150. _ 

Corporate stock, $5,250,000. 

Tax notes, $15,655,300, 

Total, $156,552,450. 

In some cases large parts of the 
$156,552,450 cannot be appropri- 
ated until definite contracts, as in 
the subway matters, are submitted 
to the board of estimate. The $5,- 
000,000 for the tri-borough bridge 
and the vehicular tubes cannot be 
approved until authority is grant- 
ed the city by the Legislature to 
construct the proposed toll bridgs 
and tunnels. 

The item of $75,000,000 for the 
new subways heads the list, which 
includes appropriations for nearly 
every major department in the city | 
government, as well as for the 
smaller bureaus and agencies.

Shakspearean Star Delights Large 
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SYMPHONY CONDUCTING 


Chronic Guest Conductor 
Thinks Orchestra Should Have 
Permanent Director. 


‘Although he is one of the most 
chronic “guest’’ 
practicing in America, Eugene 
Goossens, the celebrated yougg, En- 
glish musician, still believes that 
every orchestra ought to have a 


permanent conductor who can be 
responsible for its technical train- 
ing. 

Goossens will have charge of the 
St. Louis orchestra for the next 
four weeks. He arrived in St. Louis 
yesterday and immediately wént in- 
to rehearsals with results that were 
gratifying to him and apparenfly 
so to the men, too. 

“Frankly, I think the orchestra 
is better than it was last year,” he 
said. “It has a much greater flex- 
ibility and the strings are better. 
It is not surprising that that should 
be the case when the orchestra has 
been playing under such men as 
Oberhoffer, Molinari and Arbos. 
But what none of those gentlemen 
was able to do in the time allotted 
to him was to address himself <d:- 
rectly to the task of improving the 
sonority and tone quality of the 
orchestra. They had to devote 
their time to preparing their pro- 
grams, naturally, as I will have to 
do. But—” . 

And Goossens went on to explain 
that whereas an orchestra that had 
contaet with only one conductor 
would probably grow stodgy, it 
needed to have a basic style and 
training upon which an occasional 
visiting conductor could impose an 
interpretation. 

Since appearing last in St. Louis 
Goossens has directed operatic and 
symphonic performances in En- 
gland, Holland and at the Holly-- 
wood (Cal.) bowl. And*during the 
present season he directed the Cin- 
cinnati, Detroit and Pittsburg and 
Philadelphia orchestras besides the 
regular series given by his own 
tochester orchestra. After leav- 
ing here he will go almost directly 
to London where, in the early part 
of June he will preside over the 
premier performance of his opera, 
“Judith,” in Covent Garden. 

The music of this opera, he ex- 
plained, was written for a libretto 
furnished by Arnold Bennett. He 
had got the idea one day while 
lunching with Bennett and looking 
over a new play on the subject 
that the British novelist and dram- 
atist had just completed. 

“It is concerned with the everts 
leading up to the decapitation of 
Holofernes,” he explained, “and is 
purely dramatic. The libretto is 
free from the usual operatic non- 
sense and is well suited to my own 
musical idiom.” 

In the summer Goossens. will 
come again to America to conduct 
concerts in San Francisco and Los 
Angeles. While here he will fol- 
low the example of other visiting 
conductors and express what na- 
tionalistic bias he has by present- 
ing some English music. One of 
the principal numbers will be ihe 
Vaughn Williams “Norfolk Rhap- 
sody.”

COLLEGE SWIM | 
STARS COMPETE 
IN LOCAL MEET 


By Jerry Bernoudy 
Although entries are not expect. 
ed to start coming in until the lat- 
ter part of next week, indications 
point to the fact that the sixth 


annual swimming meet of the Na- 
tional Collegiate Athletic Associa- 
tion to be held at St. Louis, March 
29 and 30, under the auspices of 
Washington University will be the 
largest of its kind ever sponsored 
by that body. 

In selecting St. Louis the mem- 
bers of the association were at- 
tracted mainly by the ideally cen- 
tral location which is expected to 
enable teams from all parts of 
the country to compete. Last sea- 
son’s meet held at the University 
of Pennsylvania was limited large. 
ly to entrants from Eastern and 
Middle Western schools beeause of 
the heavy expense involved in 
transporting teams from the West- 
ern coast and also because of the 
long absence from studies it en- 
tailed upon such athietes. 

The large number of outstand- 
ing teams wlrich has resulted in 
new records being established in 
conference meets throughout the 
course of the current season is also 
expected to have the effect of 
swelling the total entries for this 
year’s cvent. Records of long 
standing in the East, Middle West 
and Far West have: been broken 
in an almost unparalleled amount 
of natators, many of whom are 
splashing through their first sea- 
son of collegiate competition. 

This year’s meet will be under 
the management of Arthur Eilers, 
Missouri Valley secretary and busi- 
ness manager of athletics at Wash- 
ington University. The general 
control and handling of the meet 
will be vested in the Swimming 
Rules Committee. The primary 
purposes of the meet as explained 
in the 1929 booklet of the National 
Collegiate A. A. are: (1) to get to- 
tether for competition purposes 
the leading college swimmers of 
the United States, and (2) to as- 
sist in the standardization of the 
sport in various sections of the 
country. 

Among the schools who are ex- 
pected to send formidable contest- 
ants are Northwestern, Minnesota, 
Yale, Illinois, Michigan, Princeton, 
Rutgers, Leland Stanford, Dart- 
mouth, Pennsylvania and Drake. 
Some of the record-breaking per- 
formers who will likely participate 
are Bryant of Dartmouth; Crocker 
of Minnesota: Shields of Brigham 
Young; Schwartz of Northwest- 
ern, and Ault of Michigan, free 
stylers; Hinch of Northwestern; 
Hubbell of Michigan, and Anderson 
of Oregon, backstrokers, and Col- 
hath of Northwestern and Hoar of 
Springfield (Mass.) College, divers.
